He said 
he would be present only because he 
was an honorary member of the @ub, 
and wanted to make the reception to 
Mr. Hughes a success, The Colonel w2s 
quoted by one of his close friengs as 
saying: 

“T will make no adyances to’ shake 
hands with Mr. Taft. I .will: be in: the 
receiving line and I will shake hands 
with Mr. Taft only in the same manner 
that I did at Prof. Lounsbury’s funeral 
in New Haven. I would do the same 
thing with Mr. Barnes, or with Mr. 
Root, if they were in line. 

“This attempt to make it a reconcilla- 
tion meeting between myself ang) Mr. 
Taft is all wrong. The reception is t> 
be given to Mr. Hughes, and that is the 
only reason I aim going to be present. 
I do not .want my picture t@® appear 
on the same button with those of Mr. 
Aiughes and Mr. Taft. I think such an 
arrangement is outrageous. It idpimply 
a scheme to becloud the issues.” ~

WASHINGTON, Sept. 3.—Much more 
complete information of Germany's sub- 
marine activities, which supplemerits 
Lord Robert Cécil’s statement in London 
last_night, was received in dispatches 


from London arriving here today and 
Which show that between June 1 and 
Sept. 24 no fewer than 262 vessels of all 
nationalities have been sunk by sub- 
marines. Of those 15 were reported to 
have 
the of $4 lives, A total of 66 neutral 
vessels were destroyed during the pe- 
riod. | 
Record for June. 

Today’s fuller information brings out 
that the submarine activity has practic- 
ally doubled during the last two months. 

During June, after delivery of the 
American note on the Sussex accepting 
Germany’s agreement not to sink vessels 
without proper safeguard to lives on 
board, 67 vessels were sunk, of which 
five weré neutral and six, ineluding 
three neutrals, were sunk without warn- 
ing, with the loss of % lives. 

In July the total sunk fell off to 42, in- 
cluding nine neutrals and two British 
sunk *ithout warning, with the loss of 
@ lives » 

In August thé total sunk more than 
doubied with the figure of 103, including 
% neutral vessels. Two allied boats were 
sunk without warning, with the loss of 
threé lives. The figures up to Sept. 24 
show a continuing high rate of destruc- 
tidn in the month, with a total of 75 
vessels sunk, including 26 neutrals, with 
fivé allied boats sunk without warning, 
with the loss of 15 lives.

LONDON, Sept. 30.—All the morning 
newspapers devote a major part of 
their editorial space to a discussion of 
the speech of Imperial Chancellor von 
Bethmann-Ho!|\~rg in the Reichstag, 
contrasting its iild tone with former 
wtterances. The editorials all assert. 
that aside from the attacks on England, 
the Chancellor said little that was new, 
and perhaps disappointed those who ex- 
pected him to make more extended peace 
overtures. 

“It is perfectly clear,’ says the Daily 
News, “that Dr. von Bethmann-Holl- 
weg’s speeéch was dictated far more by 
the exigencies of the political situation 
in Germany that by anything that ts 
happening outside.”’ 

The Graphic says the the dominating 
note was the old story of hatred for 
Great Britain, and continues: 

“This is the only possible comfort for 
the disillusioned German people. For 
ourselves, we only have to note with 
interest the declaration that Germany 
is ready for peace. We are not.”’ 

Contrast With Earlier Speeches. 

The Times draws attention to what it 
calls the unmistakable contrast in which 
the Chancellor’s speech stands to his 
earlier addresses, and adds: ‘“‘The chief 
interest to the outside world is in its 
revelation of Ger iny’s growing con- 
sciousness that her plight is already se- 
rious and is destined to become graver. 
The speech in the main is an appeal to 
the hesitating public to subscribe to 
the néw war Joan.” 

The Daily Mail says: ‘“‘The Germans 
charge that Great Britain is waging the 
war with the blood of others and spar- 
ing herself is answered by the Chancel- 
lor’s own words when he said: ‘Great 
Britain. is fighting with an expenditure 
of strength unexampled in her history.’ ”’ 

The Daily Chronicle says that the 
failure of the Chancelior to refer to 
German annexations !s significant, and 
‘adds that it must be remembered that 
his enemies are attacking him on that 
point. 

“They have been clamoring for the re- 
arsertion of Germany’s need of annexa- 
tion and her intentions to annex,’’ con- 
tinues the Chronicle, ‘and instead they 
are given what we see—that Germany 
is fighting only for existence and free- 
dom. ‘ 

“The Chancellor knows that the hope 
of German annexation is dead. He sees 
that she is beaten and he is anxious to 
prepare his countrymen for the time 
when the question wil] be, not how 
much Germany is to get, but how much 
she can save.’”’ 


British War Tradé Winister Com- 
ments on Chancellor’s Speech, 


Lord Robert Cecil, British Min- 
ister of War Trade, in discuss- 
ing the Reichstag speech of Dr. 
von Bethmann-Hollweg, stated that he 
believed the German Imperial Chancel- 
lor was ra site, Bers his declaration that 
Germany was Wiging war with every 
means as far as possible. Continuing, 
he said: 

“The lull in submarine warfare is due 
to a shortage in submarines, and it is 
always increased when instruments are 
at hand. The only change I note is 
that no British passenger liner has 
been sunk since the Sussex. 

Lord Robert declared the most signifi- 
cant fact in connection with the Chan- 
cellor’s utterance was his failure to 
mention Belgium. 


“If he attempted to justify German 
occupation, he would offend the best of 
all neutral opinion,” Lord Robert said, 
“and equally he would offend his own 
people if he expressed a determination 
to give up that country. “Dr. von 
Bethmann-Hollweg’s denunciation -of 
England, while violent, contained noth- 
ing really new.’ 


GERMAN PAPERS 
ASSAIL AMERICANS 
IN FRENCH ARMY 


BERLIN,. via London, Sept. 30.~Prac- 
tically all the Berlin newspapers con- 
tribute to the bitter criticism which is 
being made of the Americans who have 
joined the French army. The news of 
the death of Flight-Lieut § Kitren 
Rockwell has precipitated a storm of 
criticism.

Rockwell and others in enemy camps 
cannot be regarded as the acts of indi- 
viduals, but declares that America sents 
its own citizens to European theaters of 
war to fight Germany. The paper says 
that the Rockwell incident shows ‘‘ts 
what a depth regard for neutrality has 
sunk among our enemies and in Amer- 
fea. Such an unheard-of cahiception cf 
neutrality deserves to be labeled in the 
plainest way and not to be forgotten.” 
The Taegliche Rundschaw speaks of the 
coneept of neutrality as entirely lost, 
and the Kreuz Zeitung, Germania and 
state- 
ments. The latter paper prints its com- 
ment in its largest bold-face type.

{on the heels of thé utterances of the 


Imperial Chancellor in the Reichstag 
concerning the submarine campaign 
The newspapers connect the presence 
of American aviators on the westeri 


front, which they regard as evidence | 
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of American sympathy for the en-| 


tente allies, and the supplying of, war 
materials by firms in the United 
States, as an indication of the futil-

standpoint with regard to sutma- 
rines. They declare that these facts 
show how American respéct for neu- 
trality is vanishing and how America 
is misusing the present form of sub- 
marine warfare to cover the active 
participation of American concerns in 
the war on the side of the entente 
allies 

The Vossische Zeitung, in an article 
written by its military critic on the 
American aviation squadron, points out 
that the entente allies have an imntfense 
advantage in being supplied from “net- 
tral’’ America with war materials to a 
degree with which Germany can only | 
compete by her utmost efforts. The 
newspaper argues that the war would 
long since have been over if it had not 
been for American supplies. 

Tt says the longer the war lasts the 
American attempts to throw a mantle 
over its s0-called neutrality and ‘“‘the 
appearance of American aviators in the 
renks of our enemies, betrays the degree 
of neutrality which America in the fu- 
ture intends to maintain.”’ 

The Tageblatt says: “The American 
conduct may be regarded as proof of 
how American feeling and respect for 
the principles of. neutrality are vanish- 


Such stalwart organs as the Taglische 
Rundschau, the Tages Zeitung and Die 
Post all connect the news of the Amer-

‘America itself 
cannot doubt that its conduct arvuses 
universal indignation in Germany. We 
are convinced that the whole German 
nation is united in believing that just 
as the American deliveries of munitions 
laugh to scorn American assurances of 
humanity and love of peace, so this 
support of our enemies by American 
constitutes an insult to neutrality.’ 


Denies Submarine Attack on 
Two Steamers. 

BERLIN, Sept. 30, by wireless to Say- 
ville.—‘‘Neither the steamer Kelvinia 
nor the steamer Strathtay was attacked 
by German submarines, it is stated by 
competent authorities,” the Overseas” 
News Agency announces today. Con- 


sequentiy reports in foreign newspa- 
pers alleging that these steamers were 


torpedoed by German craft without 
warning are untrvye.

The British steamer Kelvinia, from 
Newport News for Glasgow, was sunk 
Sept. 2.

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American-Educated |Scotchman’s 
Invention, in Use in France, De- 
scribed in London Papers.

LONDON,

ished the physicians of England by de- 


scribing an invention by an American- 
educated Scotehman, now in use in 
France, by which the orgaris of the hu- 
man body may be photographed. A 
blood clot on the brain can be revealed 
as distinctly as the bones now are pho- 
tographed by tuse of the X-ray. The 
Times’ article says: 

“With the X-ray in a darkened cham- 
ber it is possible to obtain the picture 
of bones and more Solid structures, but 
by means of this new discovery it is 
possible, in broad daylight. to obtain 
Getailed picturés of any organ of the 
bodv—brain, liver or spleen—and see at 
a glance by what lesions they are af- 
fected. Thus it is possible to see the 
blood vessels in the brain and observe 
a blood clot in that organ, detect av- 
scesses in the liver and wounds or cuts 
in any organ. 

‘This miracle ts achieved by utilizing 
currents of electricity which the body 
is believed to generate. Two electrodes, 
éach ending in a zine wire screen, are 
employed. These are connected with bat- 
teries in the ordinary way but not 
placed in contact with the patient's 
body. The patient is placed with the 
part to be examined quite close to the 
first screen and directly under the sec- 
ond.
